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Mubarak briefs on peace plan 

Palestinians 
call for 
international 
force in 
West Bank 


WASHINGTON, Jan 27, 
(Agencies): Two moderate 
Palestinian leaders urged US 
Secretary of State George 
Shultz today to support an 
international peacekeeping 
force to protect Palestinians 
in the West Bank and Gaza 
Strip from Israeli troops. 

In a letter released while they 
were meeting Shultz at the State 
Department, Hanna Siniora and 
Fayez Abu Ra/une said: “Our 
people are in urgent need of 
immediate international protec- 
tion from the brutality of Israel’s 
military authorities.” 

The letter said intervention in 
the Israeli-occupied territories 
by an international force ‘‘to 
whose trusteeship our popula- 
tion can be delivered” should be 
a first step toward convening an 
international peace conference 
under United Nations auspices. 

The letter was signed by Sin- 
ioraand Abu Rahme and addres- 
sed to Shultz. 

The Reagan administration 
has also sought Israeli views on 
the unrest arid prospects for Mid- 
dlr^ast -p ea ce by playing host 
this week to a senior envoy of 
Shamir, Cabinet Secretary 
Eliakim Rubinstein. 

Initiative 

A man who identified himself 
as a representative of the two 
Palestinian leaders distributed 
copies of the letter to reporters 
waiting in the State Department 
diplomatic lobby for the Shultz 
meeting to conclude. 

Earlier Egyptian President 
Hosni Mubarak briefed Shultz 
on a plan to end violence in 
Israeli-occupied lands as the 
United States put fresh force into 
its regional peace efforts. 

Mubarak, whose initiative 
calls for a six-month cooling-off 
period by both Palestinians and 
Israelis in the occupied West 
Bank and Gaza, also met 
Defence Secretary Frank 
Carlucd prior to a meeting with 
President Reagan tomorrow. 

Mubarak’s trip, his first to 
Washington since September 
1985, acquired extra urgency 
because of disturbances in the 
West Bank and Gaza which have 
seen 39 people killed in the most 
serious unrest since Israel 
occupied the lands in 1967. 

Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak 
S hamir reportedly bowed to US 
pressure and lifted an _ order 
banning Siniora from leaving the 
country for three months. 

Despite the flurry of 
diplomatic activity, which con- 
tinues in March when S hamir 
himself will visit Washington, 
US officials cautioned against 
expecting a breakthrough in 


efforts for a regional settlement. 

They said Mubarak had 
become a key player in the 
process since 10 Arab countries 
recently restored diplomatic 
relations with Egypt after an 
eight-year break, but added that 
he had not brought a detailed 
peace plan. 

Mubarak’s proposal env- 
isages a six-month moratorium 
on violence by Palestinians in the 

S led lands in return for an 
commitment to halt Jew- 
ish settlements there and to agree 
to an international conference on 
the Middle East. 


The conference proposal has 
split the Israeli government. 
Shamir, the leader of the right- 
wing Likud bloc, opposes a con- 
ference. His Foreign Minister, 
Shimon Peres of the Labour 
Party, favours such a meeting. 

The United Slates accepts the 
principle of a conference but says 
the meeting should not have 
powers to determine a regional 
settlement ami should lead ins- 
tead to direct negotiations bet- 
ween Israel and Jordan. 

In Tel Aviv. Israeli officials 
said today it had placed 129 
Palestinians in administrative 
detention without trial since an 
uprising flared in the West Bank 
and Gaza Strip on Dec 9. 

The controversial practice, left 
over from the pre-I9<4S British 
mandate in Palestine, allows the 
Defence Minister or a senior 
military commander to jail a sus- 
pect by administrative order for 
up to six months without due 
process of law. 

An Army spokesman said a 
further 1,753 Palestinians were 
still under arrest, including 577 
who have been sentenced to Jail 
terms by military courts during 
the seven weeks of unrest. 

Detention 

The spokesman said 1 1 1 Pales- 
tinians had been placed in 
administrative detention in the 
West Bank and 18 in the Gaza 
Strip during that period. 

It was the biggest wave of 
detentions for many years. 

The practice, reviewed by 
Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
in 1985, has been condemned by 
Amnesty International ana 
other human rights organisa- 
tions on grounds that theaccnsed 
are not allowed to see evidence 
against them nor respond to 
charges. 

The disclosure came after 
Israeli leaders postponed the 
controversial deportation of five 
more Palestinian activists to 
avoid rekindling riots and

Mrs Thatcher set a new record 
Jan 3, when her eight years and 
244 days in office overtook the 
tenure of Liberal Party leader 
Herbert Asquith, who was prime 
minister from 1908 to 1916. 

The ministers presented Mrs 
Thatcher with a watercolour of 
her official residence. No. 10 
Downing Street, painted by 

Environment Secretary Nicholas 
Ridley.

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Aspirin 
cuts risk 
of heart 
attack 

BOSTON, Jan 27, (Reuter): A 
massive US medical survey has 
found that an aspirin every other 
day cuts the risk of heart attacks 
for healthy men by almost half . 

The survey is the most con- 
clusive evidence to date that 
aspirin, because of its anti-dot- 
ting properties, may have a sig- 
nificant impact on reducing the 
risk of heart disease in healthy 
people, medical experts say. 

The findings, reported in the 
New England Journal of 
Medicine, weredue to be released 
today but details leaked out 
beforehand and news organisa- 
tions published the results ahead 
of the release time. 

The physicians* health study 
group, sponsored by the 
National Institutes of Health, 
chose 22,071 healthy US male 
doctors between the ages of 40 
and 84 to take a 350-milligram 
aspirin, supplied by Bristol- 
Myers Co_ or a placebo every 
other day. 

Risk 

After almost five years of 
follow-up, the researchers found 
that the total number of heart 
attacks among doctors taking 
the aspirin was 47 per cent lower 
than those taking the placebo. 
The risk of all types of heart 
disease dropped by 23 per cent. 

The findings “will be regarded 
as a milestone, in the continuing 
struggle against myocardial 
infarction (heart attack),” wrote 
Dr Arnold Reiman, editor of the 
journal, in an accompanying 
editorial 

“So clear an effect of aspirin 
on the incidence of myocardial 
infarction is unlikely to be 
explained by methodological 
error," he said. 

The steering committee of the 
physicians' health study group, 
affiliated with Boston’s Brigham 
and Womens Hospital and 
Harvard Medical School, said 
the results were so positive that it 
decided in December to end the 
study three years early and report 
its findings as soon as possible. 

"The board’s recommenda- 
tion to terminate the randomised

Little progress in 
Iraq-Syria relations 


AMMAN, Jan 27, (AP): Iraqi 
Foreign Minister Tariq Aziz said 
there has been no recent progress 
m efforts to improve his coun- 
try’s relations with Syria, a news- 
paper reported today. 

“There is nothing new on this 
topic,” Aziz was quoted as telling 
the daily A1 Dustour in an 
interview conducted on Mon- 
day. He also criticised Syrian 
efforts to mediate between Iran 
and Arab states. 

Jordan’s King Hussein has led 
efforts to reconcile the neigh- 
bouring Arab states, and during 
last November's Arab summit in 
Amman, Jordanian officials 
announced the start of Syrian- 
Iraqi rapprochement 

The summit leaders joined in 
an expression of support for Iraq 
and a demand that Iran accept a 
ceasefire in its war with Iraq. 

Basis 

“There was a dialogue bet- 
ween the Iraqi and Syrian leader- 
ship in Amman’s summit ... on 
basis of establishing normal rela- 
tions," Aziz was quoted as say- 
ing. 

He said ba sw for the relation- 
ship were to include “the sum- 
mit's resolutions, Arab League 
agreements and the joint Arab 
Defence Pact,” which calls for 
Arab slates to go to the aid of 
others under attack. 

Aziz was quoted as saying 
Hussein's mediation efforts 
“resulted in a meeting between 
(Iraq) President Saddam Hus- 
sein and Syrian President Hafez 
Assad last April,” and another 
meeting between Aziz and his 


Syrian counterpart. Farouq A1 


“What is needed now is to stick 
to Amman's summit resolu- 
tions,” he added, according to 
the newspaper. 

He also criticised Syrian 
efforts to broker talks between 
Iran and Gulf Arab states, aimed 
at reducing war-related threats 
against them and eventually to 
ending the war. 

“Nobody has asked Syria's 
mediation with Iran.” Aziz was 
quoted as saying. 

Refusing 

He reportedly said Iran “has 
violated the will of the inter- 
national community” by refus- 
ing to accept United Nations 
Security Council resolution 598 
demanding a ceasefire, “and tbe 
guilty party knows that Iran is an 
enemy regime.” 

“Practically, Iran is attacking 
Iraq in efforts to occupy more 
lands and threaten the naviga- 
tion in the Gulf. Therefore, 
claiming mediation is not a 
workable solution.” 

Saddam, in an interview publi- 
shed yesterday, also criticised 
Syrian contacts with Iran, alth- 
ough he said he did not object to 
Gulf Arab contacts with Iran. 

He said he had “nothing 
against” efforts by the six-nation 
GCC to open a dialogue with 
Iran so long as it was aimed at a 
Gulf war ceasefire and did not 
affect the Gulf states’ support for 
Iraq.

Tehran claims it 
manufactures 
Silkworm missiles 


BEIJING, Jan 27, (AP): Iran’s 
Ambassador to China claimed 
today that his country now man- 
ufactures its own Silkworm mis- 
siles, copying the Chinese design 
from Silkworms allegedly from 
Iraq. 

Ambassador Ala ed din Brou- 
jerdi told a news conference that 
Iran needs no advice or aid from 
China, the original maker of 
Silkworms, in its production. 

“This attests to the fact that 
long years of wax bring about 
creativity in every country,” 
Broujerdi said. “It is very natural 
that we don't need any advice 
from other countries.” 

Iran, which has been fighting 
Iraq since September 1980, has 
used the portable surface-to-sur- 
face missiles in several attacks on 
Kuwaiti ships and installations 
in recent months. 

Refused 

The United States accuses 
China of selling Iran the missiles, 
a charge both China and Iran 
deny. Iran said last October that 
it obtained the missiles by cap- 
turing them in battle from Iraq. 

Broujerdi did not say when 
Iran began manufacturing the 
missiles and refused to give other 
details, such as the number 
produced. 

He declined to corroborate his 
claim with evidence such as 
photographs of the manufactur- 
ing facility because “we are a 
country at war, and all the 
military affairs of such a country 
are confidential.” 

US officials, however, say that 
ships carrying Chinese-made 
Silkworms have embarked for 
Iran from North Korea this 
month. The United States has 


imposed limited sanctions 
against China for the alleged 
sales. 

A Chinese Foreign Ministry 
spokeswoman said today that 
China objected to a US Defence 
Department decision to put it 
back on its list of countries con- 
sidered hostile to the United 
Stales. 

US officials said on Monday 
China was to rejoin Cuba, the 
Soviet Union and Vietnam on a 
list of 30countries and areas with 
interests considered adverse to 
those of the United States. 

Hostile 

“We believe that listing China 
as a hostile country contradicts 
Lhe position that the United 
Slates government has stated 
officially and openly on many 
occasions,” the Chinese spokes- 
woman told a weekly news brief- 
ing. 

Inclusion on the list means 
Chinese who become US citizens 
are denied security clearance for 
five years after naturalisation. 

China had been classified as 
“hostile” for many years until 
1987. when its name was 
incorrectly deleted from the 
regulation, the Defence Depart- 
ment said yesterday. 

Broujerdi also said he was con- 
fident that neither China nor the 
Soviet Union would agree to any 
proposal in the UN Security 
Council to impose sanctions 
against Iran. The United States 
has pressed forinternational san- 
ctions, accusing Iran of failing to 
cooperate with UN peaceefforts. 

“It is very obvious that China 
is notacountry thaLis sensitive to 
pressure from the United 
States,” he said. 


Traffic law violators 
to face stiff penalties 


New escalation in tanker war 


MANAMA, Jan 27, (Agencies): 
Iraqi warplanes slammed an 
Ex ocet misale into a Cypriot tan- 
ker loaded with Iranian oil in a 
pre-dawn attack today and 
reportedly returned nine hours 
later to raid another unidentified 
ship off the Iranian coast. 

The latest Iraqi air raid reports 
signalled a new escalation in the 
so-called “tanker war” in which 
Iraq raids vessels ferrying Iran- 
ian crude and Iran retaliates by 
attacking neutral shipping in the 
Gulf. 

The French-made Exocet mis- 


sile punched a hole in the hull of 
the 225,668-ton Coral Cape, the 
shipping executives reported. 

The tanker, target of a similar 
Iraqi attack last September, was 
fully laden and sailing from 
Iran’s Kharg Island terminal at 
the northern end of the Gulf. It 
proceeded southward after the 
attack, said the executives, who 
requested anonymity. 

The Iraqi high command in 
Baghdad said the Air Force 
staged two separate raids on 
two“ large maritime targets,” a 
usual to a tanker. 


THE draft traffic law contains 
stiff penalties for violations. 

The new law proposes up to six 
months imprisonment and a fine 
not exceeding KD300 for 
unauthorised driving of vehicles 
or driving an unauthorised vehi- 
cle. 

The same penalties apply to 
driving a vehicle without n umber 
plates, with forged plates or with 
plates different from those of the 
vehicle. 

Persons driving a vehicle with 
a wrong licence or with a licence 
intended for withdrawal or 
invalidation face the same penal- 
ties. 

Imposed 

A prison sentence not exceed- 
ing three months and a fine of 
upto KD100 or either will be 
imposed for driving a vehicle 
whose registration has expired, 
and for irresponsible and reck- 
less driving jeopardising the lives 
of the driver, passengers or 
pedestrians. 

Similar penalties are applica- 
ble to persons driving a vehicle 
without the consent oT its owner 
or the person in whose name the 
vehicle is registered, and to 
owners lending a vehicle to 
someone unauthorised to drive 
at that type of vehicle. 

Those who fail to comply with 
the instructions of traffic police, 
driving in the wrong direction or 


break the speed limits will face 
the same penalties. 

Imprisonment of tipio six 
months and a fine upto KD300 
will be applied to persons driving' 
a car with a faulty braking system 
or racing. 

Tbe same penalties may be 
imposed for work on roads, such 
as excavations, done without 
prior consent of the General 
Traffic Department, and for the 
failure to notify the police or 
ambulance when an accident 
takes place. 

These penalties apply to 
indecent and anti-social 
activities inside vehicles, and giv- 
ing false information, forged 
documents or other mis lead mg 
data on official forms to obtain a 
driving licence, renew vehicle 
registration or apply for a lear- 
ners licence. 

An article of the new draft law 
provides for a jail sentence of 
upto two months and a fine of 
upto KD75 or either penally for 
failure to use the vehicle traf- 
ficators to signal the intention of 
crossing to the left or right lanes, 
tampering with the digits on the 
□umber plate and causing 
illegibility, driving at night with 
headlights off or inopera We, and

Abduction ‘linked’ to trial of Hamadi 


West German kidnapped in Beirut 


BEIRUT, Jan 27, (Reuter): Gun- 
men seized a West German of 
Lebanese origin in West Beirut 
today in a kidnap which 
diplomats said could be linked to 
the trial of Lebanese-born Abbas 
AJi Hamadi in Duesseldorf. 

Police said about six armed 
men travelling in three cars snat- 
ched engineer Ralph Schray, 30, 
near his home in the commercial 
district of Bristol just a few 
blocks from a Syrian Army 
checkpoint 

A shop owner near the scene 
said a policeman rushed to help - 
Schray but was held at bay by one 
of the kidnappers who stuck a 
rifle muzzle m his stomach. 

Schray’s Lebanese wife of five 
months, Rana, said her husband 
had a Lebanese mother and a 
West German father. He had 
lived all his life in Lebanon and 


spoke only a few words of Ger- 
man. 

“I don’t know who kidnapped 
him or why," she said, obviously 
distraught She said the family 
was doing all itcould to secure his 
release. 

Diplomats in Bonn said his 
abduction could be linked to the 
trial in Duesseldorf of Hamadi, a 
Lebanese-born West German 
citizen charged with kidnapping 
West Germans Rudolf Cordes 
and Alfred Schmidt m Lebanon a 
year ago. 

Pressure 

The brother of two Shi’iie 
Muslim Lebanese detained in 
West Germany was behind the 
kidnapping of Schray a member 
of Schray's family said. 

The relative, who asked not to 
be identified, said a senior 
Muslim Shi’ite official told him 


that Abdel Hadi Hamadi 
ordered the abduction to put 
pressure on Bonn to free his 
younger brothers Mohamed Ali 
and Abbas. 

He quoted the Shi’ite militia 
official as saying: “We received 
information a month ago that 
they were looking for a German 
to kidnap but found none. Fin- 
ally it seems they seized someone 
whose origin is German.” 

Abdel Hadi Hamadi is an 
official of the Iranian-backed 
HizboHah which senior Muslim 
security sources say kidnapped 
West Germans Rudolf Cordes 
and Alfred Schmidt in Lebanon a 
year ago. Schmidt was fireed in 
September but Cordes is still in 
captivity. 

Abbas Ali Hamadi is now on 
trial in Duesseldorf for the kid- 
napping of Cordes and Schmidt, 
alleged to have been carried out 


to force the release of Moham- 
med Ali Hamadi. 

Mohamed Ali is in custody on 
charges of involvement in the 
1985 hijacking of a Trans World 
Airlines (TWA) jet.to Beirut, in 
which a US Navy diver was 
killed. 

Deployed 

Schray was the second foreig- 
ner kidnapped in West Beirut 
since more than 7,000 Syrian 
troops deployed there last 
February to quell violence and 
restore law and order. 

The other foreigner was Cha- 
rles Glass, a former ABC telev- 
ision correspondent, who was 
seized last June. He escaped two 
months later. 

The kidnapping of Schray 
brought to 25 die total number of 
foreigners missing and believed 
kidnapped in Lebanon. Cordes is 
the only Other West German.

Ershad defends police shooting as routine action f u rt attack 


ROME, Jan 27, (Agencies): 
President Hossain Mohammad 
Ershad of Bangladesh yesterday 
defended the shooting deaths of 
13 anti -government demon- 
strators by police as routine 
action against vandals. 

He derided opposition 
demands that he resign as “wish- 
ful thinking'' 

Ershad, in Rome to attend the 
conference of the International 
Fund for Agricultural Develop- 
ment pledged to go ahead with 
March 3 parliamentary elections 
despite a boycott by the main- 
stream opposition parties. 

“if they have thousands of 
supporters, I have millions,'’ the 


former Army general said at a 
news conference. “I tell you one 
thing with great emphasis: they 
will never come to an election 
against me because they can 
never win the election." 

The main opposition parties in 
Bangladesh began a series of 
strikes and protest rallies in 
November to demand the ouster 
of Ershad, who seized power in a 
coup in 1982. 

Refuses 

The opposition refuses to par- 
ticipate in the March 3 polls, say- 
ing the vote would be rigged in 
favour of Ershad's Jatiya Party. 
They demand he resign and let a 


neutral caretaker government 
run the elections. 

The anti-government cam- 
paign is led by Sheikh Hasina of 
the Awami League and Begum 
Khaleda Zia of the Bangladesh 
Nationalist Party, who together 
lead an alliance of 21 opposition 
parties. 

On Sunday, police in Chit- 
tagong opened fire at the end of a 
rally led by Sheikh Hasina. At 
least 13 people were reported 
killed. But opposition leaders 
claimed 17 were shot dead. 

In his first public comment on 
the incident, Ershad blamed the 
violence on vandals and suppor- 
ted the police action. 


“Nobody is allowed to do van- 
dalism, bum and destroy public 
property, loot shops and com- 
mercial establishments," he said. 
“So police has taken the normal 
measures. Itisnothingpolitical.” 
The 57-year-old President 
defended bis decision to travel to 
Rome at a time of serious 
political unrest. 

Demands 

“There is nothing critical in 
Bangladesh,” he said. “The 
developing countries always 
have this. We have come to live 
with it. The strikes, protest meet- 
ings, agitations, — it keeps them 
(the opposition) going.”

Balladur said that France and 
Kuwait sealed a six-point econ- 
omic cooperation agreement to 
step up investments between the 
two countries and promote tech- 
nical cooperation in the field of 


finance and telecommunica- 
tions. 

The agreement was hammered 
out during a meeting on Tuesday 
between the Kuwaiti-French 
economic commission chaired 
jointly by Balladur and A1 
KhorafL 

Economlctles 
The plan calls for an increase 
in Kuwaiti imports from France 
to compensate for higher French 


imports of Kuwaiti oil. 

Balladur cited the strength of 
the French currency as an incen- 
tive for Kuwaiti investments in 
France. • ■ 

The commission meets alter- 
natively in Paris and Kuwait 
every year to review the econ- 
omic ties between the two coun- 
tries. 

Before flying to Kuwait on 
Tuesday Bahadur told reporters

Protect future generations 
from AIDS, appeals Awadi 


LONDON, Jan 27, (Agencies): 
Kuwait has urged the world sum- 
mit on AIDS here to concentrate 
among other thin gs on protec- 
tion “to guard this and future 
generations” from the great dan- 
gers of the killer virus. 

Kuwait's Minister ofPlanning 
Dr Abdul Rahman A1 Awadi 
stressed "our purpose is not to 
add to the sadness of those whose 
lives are now sundered, but 
rather to confront the realities of 
a world intimidated by the 
limited counter-measures availa- 
ble to combat the threat to the 
welfare of this and future genera- 
tions." 

Addressing the important 
gathering last night, he warned 
that “the ominous shadow of 
AIDS loomed high on the world 
which reeled in shock at the 
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devastation ' wreaked and 
anticipated by a worldwide 
epidemic.’' 

Referring to the Third World, 
A1 Awadi noted that many coun- 
tries are unable to sustain 
programmes to prevent infant 
mortality or endemic disease and 
they cannot afford, the tech- 
nology for the prevention and 
control of AIDS. 

He also pointed out that many 
Third World nations have 
inadequate resources to initiate 
fully the protective measures that 
are available. 

Commit 

The minister, who is leading 
Kuwait's delegation to the three- 
day conference, called for direct- 
ing additional resources to the 
Third World countries “not only 
for their interest but also in the 
interest of a global effort to con- 
trol the spread of AIDS. 

“We should commit ourselves 
to their aid arid lend them the 
necessary support in developing 
and implementing their national 
AIDS programmes,” A1 Awadi 
added. 

Turning to Kuwait, he said 
that the country “is faced with 
several dilemmas in connection 
with the AIDS pandemic." 

Among the main concerns is 
the question of evaluation 
criteria and methods and the 
minister posed the question 
“how do we accommodate the 
right of a healthy society with 
those of AIDS carriers?”. 

Furthermore, he spoke about 
the importance attached to 
national screening programme 
from AIDS and social and 
preventive repercussions. 

A1 Awadi made iiclear that the 
Ministry of Public Health in 
Kuwait has the advice and 
recommendations of the Kuwait 
national committee on AIDS 
which proposes and implements 
organised programmes and 



procedures in consultation with 
the guidelines of the World 
Health Organisation. 

“Kuwait’s Public Health 
policies reflect the legal and 
moral obligations of the country 
and the social expectations that 
require considerations of both 
the exposed and unexposed 1 
populations", the minister 
indicated. 

He recalled that avoidance of 
additional - exposure in the 
population and accidental trans- 
mission “have guided the 
initiatives and safeguards availa- 
ble to us" such as blood bank, 
disposable needless, public 
education and screening of risk 
groups. 

“On the other hand, Kuwait 
recognises that however much 
attention may be given to the 
prevention by public health 
authorities, this country c ann ot 
remain completely isolated from 
the disease which is fast spread- 
ing around the rest of the world,” 
AI Awadi told the 132 health 
ministers and other officials tak- 
ing part in the meeting. 

He underlined the importance 
given to educating the public, 
counselling of carriers and 
follow up, tracing of carrier con- 
tacts. as well as construction of a 
new, specialist hospital with sur- 
gical and denial facilities for 
AIDS patients. 

The minister also referred to 
the establishment of WHO 
collaborative centre for AIDS, 
providing AIDS technical train- 
ing for the region, sharing infor- 
mation, inaddition tojoint spon- 
sorship of conferences. 

“We recognise that success in 
preventing further spread of 
AIDS is impossible without 
educating the public, sharing 
information with the world, and 
providing support for Third 
World countries,” the Kuwaiti 
Minister of Planning unders- 
cored.

Traffic law violators 
to face stiff penalties

using a vehicle for unauthorised 
purposes. 

These penalties also apply to 
taxi and bus drivers carrying 
excess passengers in their vehi- 
cles, for overcharging, refusal to 
take passengers, declining to 
produce driving licence or vehi- 
cle registration book when asked 
by the police, leaving vehicles 
parked on highways at night with 
lights or flashers off, and inten- 
tional obstruction of traffic. 

Imprisonment of upto 15 days 
and a fine of upto KD25 or either 
will be enforced for driving 
below the speed limit or leaving 
animals on public roads causing 
danger to vehicles. 

Cyclists and pedestrians who 
fail to follow traffic regulations 


face the same penalties. 

Drunken driving or drivin 
under the influence of drugs wi 
be punished by imprisonment of 
not more than one year and a fine 
of upto KD500 or either penalty, 
as well as a court ruling to with- 
draw the driving licence for one 
year. The licence can be withdr- 
awn for three years if the viola- 
tion is repeated. 

People indicted in a criminal 
accident involving a vehicle may 
have their driving licence, vehicle 
registration book and plates 
withdrawn by a court rulingfor 
not more than one year. This 
could be extended to three years 
on repetition of the offence. 

The driving licence would be 
withdrawn after serving a prison 
sentence, if any.

Coal mine fire in Mexico 


Death toll rises to 39 


MONCLOVA, Mexico, Jan 27, 
(Reuter): Thirty-nine coal min- 
ers were believed killed in a Are 
started by a short circuit in amine 
in northern Mexico, an official 
said today. 

The accident in the state of 
Coahtrila occurred on Monday 
momingbul by last night the last 
of the bodies were still being 
pulled out of the shaft on the 
mine’s underground railcars, 
witnesses said. 

As night fell, a few remaining 
relatives waited outside the mine 
for the last bodies to be brought 
up. 

Hugo Garcia de Anda, an 
* official of the state steel company 
Sidermex that operates the mine, 
told reporters 30 bodies had been 
recovered and nine were thought 
to remain in the mine. 

He said 17 miners had been 
injured in the fire, three of them 
in grave condition with third- 
degree burns over 70 per cent of 


their bodies. 

Miners taking pari in the res- 
cue operation spoke of 46 dead 
and 20 injured but their versions 
could not be confirmed. 

Independent checks were 
unavailable as mine authorities 
and soldiers prevented reporters 
from gaining access to the mine 
area. 

The mine accident was the 
worst in Mexico since 1969 when 
183 coal miners were killed in 
Barroteranjust 10 kins from the 
site of Monday’s accident. 
Cause 

The accident occurred when a 
short circuit started a fire in the 
lower levels of the mine near the 
municipality of Muzquiz, 100 
Ians north of Monclova, Sider- 
mex officials said. 

They said 137 miners, most of 
whom escaped unharmed, were 
working in the pit at the time of 
the accident. 


Most of the dead were trapped 
when the fire caused the mine's 
walls to collapse, cutting off 
escape routes and suffocating 
them. 

Funerals for some of the min- 
ers were held in the nearby town 
of Esperanza, where many of 
themuved. 

Some miners who spoke to 
reporters in the area said thedisa- 
ster was caused by faulty safety 
measures and was inevitable. 

Garcia de Anda. however, 
denied the charges saying the 
mine had been checked regularly. 

One of the survivors, Victor 
Hugo Delgado, 20, said he had 
just finished eating breakfasL 
when a torrent ofhot air knocked 
him down. 

“It felt like we were going to 
burn up," he said, speaking from 
his hospital bed in Nueva Rosila, 
where he was recovering from 
severe burns on his face, chest 
and hands.

But it 
has remained unclear whether 
j /y would be named to the par- 
ty’s top post over more senior 
party members, including 
Premier Yu Kuo-Hwa, who 
command broader support from 


Peng Huai-En, publisher of 
the liberal Fengyun (Fame) 
magazine, said the choice of Lee 
as party head showed that con- 
servative party leaders are “real- 


istic people who know they must 
solicit popular support (for the 
party) now." 

“The situation appears quite 
favourable for democracy," 
Peng said, noting the ch an g in g 
attitude>of the governing party's 
old guards, who bad opposed 
reforms and the appointing of 
native Taiwanese to top posts. 

Peng and other political 
analysts expect Lee to be elected 
party leader during the National- 
ist congress scheduled for July. 

Previous presidents and party 
leaders were among the main- 
land Chinese Nationalists led by 
Chiang’s father. Chiang Kai- 
Shek, who fled to Taiwan in 1 949.

Pudgy man 
charms women, 
bilks them 
of millions 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan 27, 
(AP): Short, pudgy andbald- 
ing, Lee Sawaya was an unlik- 
ely casanova. 

So investigators are puzzled how 
the middle-aged man with 
droopy "puppy eyes’* 
allegedly charmed scores of 
women and bilked them for 
millions of dollars in phony 
investment deals. 

Detectives unraveling the coast- 
lo-coast caper allege Sawaya 
, spent his adult life as a 
devious “ prince charming" 
who may have swindled as 
many as 1,000 victims before 
he was arrested Jan 1 1 at a San 
Francisco restaurant while 
dining with his wife of three 
weeks, a woman he proposed 
to the day they met. 

“He was not that attractive. He 
was short and Overweight, but 
he had a way about him." said 
Sawaya’s wife, “Sarah," who 
asked that her real name not 
be used. The 47-year-old 
Marin County real estate 
broker had never married 
when she' met the man 
introduced as Franklin Rossi 
and married him Jan 8 after a 
whirlwind courtship. 

Crazy 

“Some of - my- -friends < wepe_ 
absolutely crazy about him,"' 
, , she said, “Ihad ^piaup£ndhe 
' WouM'pl&y cMssical and jazz 
and anything very welL He 
was charming, a Uttle rough 
around the edges, but he ... 
seemed to be sensitive and 
concerned about people.” 

Bart Stinson, a Marin County 
sheriffs detective, said

coast," including police in 
Arizona, Oklahoma, Penn- 
sylvania, Florida, Louisiana 
and New York.

Indonesia bans 
two youth groups 


JAKARTA, Jan 27, (Reuter): 
Indonesia has banned two youth 
groups, one associated with for- 
mer President Sukarno and the 
other an Islamic study organisa- 
tion. 

They were banned in a decree 
issued by the Home Affairs Min- 
istry on Dec 10, the newspaper 
Suara Karya reported today, 
quoting ministry spokesman 
Feisal Tamm. 

The Gerakan Pemuda Mar- 
haenis, made up of young people 
sympathetic to the populist tea- 
chings of the late President Suk- 
arno, and the Indonesian Islamic 
Students Organisation were ban- 
ned for not properly registering 
with the government, Suara 
Karya, published by the ruling 
Golkar Party, quoted Feisal as 
saying. 

Results 

The Marhaenis group, named 
after a farmer Sukarno once met, 
stresses the need for social justice 
and an egalitarian society- in 
Indonesia. 

The government was apparen- 
tly stunned during a parliamen- 
tary election campaign last April 
when hundreds of thousands of 
young people took to the streets 
of Jakarta waving placards bear- 
ing Sukarno's portrait. 

The election results were also 


startling: The Indonesian 

Democratic Party, an amal- 
gamation of Sukarno's Nation- 
alist Party and two small Chris- 
tian political parties, doubled its 
share of the vote in Jakarta and 
.took- 1 1 per cent nationwide. 

Sukarno’s 37-year-old daugh- 
ter Rachmawati has headed the 
Marhaenis group since 1981. Her 
older sister, Megawati, won a 
seat in parliament with the 
Democratic Party. 

Marhaenis has enjoyed strong 
support in the past and a number 
of its former members serve in 
President Suharto's administra- 
tion. 

The rightist Islamic student 
group got into trouble with the 
authorities late last year when it 
held a meeting without a permit, 
Jakarta newspapers reported at 
the time. 

The students were reported to 
have discussed riots last year in 
the holy city of Makkah in which 
many were killed in clashes bet- 
ween Iranian pilgrims and Saudi 
troops. 

The Indonesian government 
has moved strongly since the 
election to neutralise perceived 
threats from the left and right. 
Trials of alleged hardliners cam- 
paigning for an Islamic state in 
Indonesia have resumed in Jak- 
arta. 


$1.5m award 


SALEM, Oregon, Jan 27, 
(Reuter): The Oregon Supreme 
Court has upheld a lower court 
decision awarding SI. 5 million 
to a man who sued Ford Motor 
Co. after a horse crushed the 
roof of his car, killing his wife. 

Steve Green filed the suit 
after the 1980 Ford Pinto he 
was driving collided with a 
horse on a country road 50 km 
eastofPortland in March 1982. 


The horse was hurled onto 
the car, crushing the roof and 
killing Green's wife Kelly, who 
was a passenger. The couple's 
one-week-old daughter 
survived the crash. 

Green's attorney, Raymond 
Conboy, argued before the 
court that Ford designed and 
built the Pinto with a defective 
roof 


North Korea warns 
of retaliation 


TOKYO, Jan 27, (Reuter): 
North Korea's Defence Minister 
vowed today to counter any 
aggressive act from South Korea 
and the United States “with a 
thousand-fold retaliation." 

The statement by O Jin-U 
coincides with icy relations bet- 
ween the North and South. Seoul 
this month accused Pyongyang 
destroying a South Korean 
airliner with the loss of 1 15 lives 
last November. 

The North Korean Central 
News Agency, monitored in 
Tokyo, said the warning from O 
Jin-U appeared in a statement be 
issued to reporters. 

He was quoted as saying: “The 
(North) Korean people and the 
officers and men of the (North) 
Korean People's Army will 
always watch with heightened 
vigilance the reckless nuclear war 
provocation moves of the US 
imperialists and the South 
Korean puppets and counter any 
aggressive act of the enemy with 
a thousand-fold retaliation.” 

He said North Koreans “have 
the unshakable will to defend the 
dignity of the nation." 

O said that since the United 


States made public its provision 
of nuclear weapons to US Array 
units in South Korea on Jan 29 
and 30, 1958, “they have sys- 
tematically shipped various 
types of nuclear weapons into 
South Korea and turned it into a 
nuclear forward base." 

There has been created so 
strained a situation on the 
Korean peninsula that even a 
small accident might lead to the 
outbreak of a nuclear war and 
the Korean people are on the 
crossroads of peace or nuclear 
war," he said. 

Since Seoul declared that 
Pyongyang was behind the bom- 
bing of the airliner — and 
produced a self-confessed North 
Korean agent who admitted her 
role in the disaster — North 
Korea has intensified its anti- 
American and anti-Seoul 
rhetoric. 

The newspaper Rodong Sin- 
mum said on Thursday that if 
outstanding questions, including 
that of miii tary exercises cond ac- 
ted by South Korean and US 
troops, were not settled, '“the 
-nation will have no choice but to 
make war.” 


Bush cashes 
in on clash 
with TV 
newscaster 

WASHINGTON. Jan 27, 
(Reuter): Vice President George 
Bush is out to parlay public sym- 
pathy stirred by a dash with a 
prominent television newscaster 
into votes in the upcoming 
presidential primary season. 

Most political experts said 
Bush's testy nine-minute joust on 
Monday night with CBS news- 
cast Dan Rather should help 
Bush's bid for the Republican 
presidential nomination. 

“Republicans saw their Vice 
President kick the main telev- 
ision anchorman in lhe teeth — 
and they loved it," said William 
Schneider, a non-partisan 
political analyst. 

Former White House political 
director Mitchell Daniels said 
the tiff, in which Bush turned 
interrogator by asking Rather 
about his embarrassing walkout 
that left CBS with several min- 
utes of blank airtime, undercuts 
the "wimp” label often pinned 
on the Vice President. 

“To Republican voters 
anybody who Dan Rather is out, 
to gel can't be all bad," he told 
Reuters. 

Boost 

Bush also got a boost from 
President Reagan, who said on 
Tuesday he was fully in accord 
with the Vice President’s refusal 
to divulge his private advise on 
the Iran arms deal. 

“1 think he has been exactly 
right," Reagan told reporters. 

Rather on the CBS evening 
news on Tuesday made no 
apology for his tone in the 
interview, saying that he respec- 
ted the Vice President but “trying 
to ask tough questions and trying 
to be persistent about answers is 
part of the reporter’s job.” 

Bush complained angrily dur- 
ing the interview that he had been 
led to believe it would be a gen- 
eral political profile but that it 
then focused narrowly on the 
Iran-Contra affair. 

Rather said last night: “CBS 
news did not mislead the Vice 
President about the subject of the 
interview. We dealt extensively 
with his staff about our inten- 
tions, we dealt truthfully with 
them and we slated our inten- 
tions publicly well before thei 
interview."

Death squads are active 
again in Latin America

MEXICO. (Reuter): Latin 

American death squads are 
active again, murdering with 
impunity. 

After a few years of relative 
inactivity at the height of Latin 
America’s democratic wave in 
the mid-1980s, death squads are 
operating once more from 
Guatemala to Brazil, police say. 

Some kill in the name of 
ideology, some to “cleanse” 
society from prostitutes, thieves 
and homosexuals, some on con- 
tract for the multi-million dollar 
drug trade. 

All consider themselves above 
the law. Few are brought to trial. 

“Armed bands and 
paramilitary groups ... escape the 
vigilance of (state; authorities, 
both military and civilian,” said 
a recent document by the Roman 
Catholic church in Colombia. 
“Assassination is becoming a 
generalised method.” 

Precise figures on killings by 
death sq uads aredifiicult to com- 
pile, but police and diplomats 
estimate the overall total in 
thousands. In Colombia alone, 
news media counted close to 
1.500 political killings in 1987. 

' The roll call of victims is long, 
and growing. 

Support 

In El Salvador, gunmen shot 
down human rights activist Rene 
Joaquin Cardenas Vargas on 
Dec 10. Herber Ernesto Anaya, 
the president of the Salvadoran 
Human Rights Commission died 
on Oct 26 in an assassi nation that 
bore ail the hallmarks of a right- 
wing death squad, although 
recently an imprisoned leftist 
claimed that the left, had killed 
Anaya. 

In Colombia, left-wing leader 
Jaime Pardo Leal fell to an assas- 
sin's bullet on Oct 11. President 
of the Patriotic Union (UP), 
Pardo Leal was the latest of 
around 500 party activists to be 
murdered since the party was for- 
med in 1985. 

His shooting was attributed to 
death squad killers who, in 
Colombia as elsewhere in Latin 
America, operate with the tacit 
approval of extremist elements in 
the security forces. 

Latin America's “tradi- 
tional’" death squads have 
usually been made up of ofF-duty 


members of the Army or security 
forces who believe their govern- 
ments are not acting vigorously 
enough in the fight against inter- 
national communism. 

Bul many new groups mat 
have sprung up have gone 
beyond the right-left confronta- 
tion. Hired killers carrying out 
non-political murders frequently 
mimic methods of old-style 
death squads to cover their 
tracks, according to police. 

When a trade union organiser 
in El Salvador was blown up last 
September by a bomb hidden in a 
birthday parcel, investigators 
suspected a political motive. It 
turned out the bomb had been 
sent by a rival for the attentions 
of a woman. 

In Guatemala, crime experts 
say, you can hire a killer for as 
little as S200 fora “hit” made to 
look like a political act. In the 
Colombian “cocaine capital” of 
Medellin, apprentice assassins 
are said to charge only $40. 

In December. Colombian 
police reported having disman- 
tled several “schools” for fired 
killers. Subjects taught at the 
establishments, financed by the 
cocaine trade, ranged from using 
silenced guns to weaving motor- 
cycles through traffic. 

“In Columbia, you have all 
sorts of violence.” said Colum- 
bian judge Gilberto Lancheros, 
echoing the problems of several 
Latin countries. “Violence bet- 
ween the Army and guerrillas, 
violence from cocaine traffick- 
ers, violence from paramilitary 
groups. Plus, of course, common 
crime.” ’ 

Some experts on Latin 
America attribute the resurgence 
of death squads to the weakness 
of young democratic govern- 
ments, their reluctance to con- 
front the military head-on, and 
their inability to crack down on 
crime. 

Human rights activists view 
Guatemala as a poignant exam- 
ple .of a nation, where failure to 
deal with the excesses ofifie past 
contributed to the mayhem of the 
present. 

In 1986, Guatemala became 
the latest of nine Latin countries 
to switch from dictatorship to 
democracy. In almost 30 years of 
military rule, right-wing death 
squads are estimated to have 
murdered more than 100,000 
civilians. i 


S. African trade links 
embarrass Japan

TOKYO (Reuter): Japan’s posi- 
tion as South Africa's top trading 
partner is causing Foreign Min- 
istry officials embarrassment 
and prompting accusations that 
Japan is filling the trade vacuum 
left by US firms which have with- 
drawn. 

It is ironic that, as Japan's 
trade with South Africa contin- 
ues to expand, people of Japan- 
ese race are treated as honorary 
whites under the apartheid racial 
separation rules that have led 
many countries to restrict con- 
tacts. 

Japan also enforces a number 
of restrictions on links with 
South Africa, but the trade 
figures just keep growing. 

According to official Japanese 
figures. Japan became South 
Africa’s number one trading par- 
tner in 1986, just edging out the 
United States with two-way 
trade amounting to 53.59 billion. 

The estimated trade total for 
last year is $4.27 billion, a sharp 
rise even allowing for exchange 
rate fluctuations, officials say. 

"These figures certainly 
embarrass the government,” 
said one Foreign Ministry 
official. “We are adamantly 
opposed to apartheid, but the 
behaviour by Japanese compan- 
ies with regard to South Africa 
does not tally with the govern- 
ment’s policy.” 

A spokesman for Japan's top 
business confederation. Ketdan- 
ren, declined to comment. 

A Ministry of International 
Trade and Industry (MITI) 
official said Japan was not alone 
is experiencing a jump in trade 
with South Africa — a number of 
West European countries with 
South African links were in the 
same situation. 

Japanese economic sanctions 
against South Africa, introduced 
in 1986, include a ban on the 
export of computers to South 
African agencies enforcing apar- 
theid and a ban on imports of 
South African iron and steel. 

However, South Africa is a 
major source of coal and rare 


metals for the hungry Japanese 
industrial machine, and half of 
Japan's exports to Africa go to 
South Africa. 

Political analysts say Japan is 
unlikely to enforce stricter sanc- 
tions against South Africa in the 
near future — for a start, the 
ruling Liberal Democratic Party 
is strongly influenced by con- 
servative business interests. 

“The head of Keidanren is 
more powerful than the prime 
minister sometimes,'' said one 
official. 

Also, there is a rumbling dis- 
pute between the powerful Mi l l 
and the Foreign Ministry over 
how much pressure to apply on 
Japanese companies to restrict 
their business dealings with 
South Africa. 

Officials say the almost total 
lack of interest in. and 
knowledge of. apartheid among 
Japanese people is another fac- 
tor. 

One said that soi..*- Japanese 
businessmen visiting South 
Africa even relished their “hon- 
orary white” status. 

“Some Japanese businessmen 
in South Africa feel happy to be 
treated asa white. Even today, so 
many Japanese have a complex 
about the whites.” the official 
said. 

In an effort to give apartheid a 
higher profile. Foreign Ministry 
officials are even privately 
encouraging people to see the 
new Richard Attenborough film 
“Cry Freedom" the story of 
South African black leader Steve 
Biko who died in jail in 1977. 

“We hope it will be popular 
and that Japanese people will 
start to recognise the facts,” said 
a Foreign Ministry official. 

Officials denied that Japanese 
companies were filling a trade 
vacuum caused by the withdr- 
awal of a number of American 
companies. “This is a completely 
inaccurate analysis," said one. 

A securities firm analyst, 
however, said: “They (the Japan- 
ese companies) have no par- 
ticular moral scruples about 
trading with South Africa or 
anyone else as Far as I can see.”

A champ or a wimp: editor’s role debated

NEW DELHI: Months of bat^ 
tling Prime Minister Rajiv Gan- 
dhi's government in newspaper 
headlines, the streets, and the 
courts have not knocked the fight 
out of Arun Shourie. 

“We’ve been served with 102 
legal notices in the last 90 days,” 
the firebrand editor of the Indian 
Express says jauntily. “I'm going 
to suggest us for the Guinness 
Book of World Records.” 

The face-off between Rajiv 
and India's largest newspaper 
chain has plunged the press into 
bitter controversy, and triggered 
a wider debate over the role of the 
press. 

The Indian Express has relen- 
tlessly assailed the premier, with 
front-page cartoons and articles 
levelling various corruption 
charges against Rajiv and his 
associates. The beleaguered 
Rajiv once a media darling, has 
countered with tax raids and 
legal actions against the paper 
and its industrialist owner, Ram- 
nathGoenka. 

The government's crackdown 
is widely seen as both a move to 
silence an outspoken critic and 
the most serious assault on press 
freedom since the state of emer- 
gency in the mkT- 1970s. At that 
time, late Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi closed newspapers, evic- 
ted foreign correspondents, and 
jailed hundreds of Indian jour- 
nalists. 

Wary 

Few Indians think this ram- 
bunctious democracy is on the 
brink of another Draconian 
episode. Changes in India's con- 
stitution make it more difficult to 
reimpose severe measures, legal 
observers say. In addition, they 
add, Indians are more wary. 

“It’s natural to the Indian psy- 
che to want to ask questions and 
debate,” says Gobinda Muk- 
hoty, a prominent civil rights 
lawyer. “If Rajiv Gandhi 
imposes an emergency, he and 
his Congress party are doomed.” 

India has long enjoyed one of 
the freest and liveliest presses in 
the Third World. Though only 
about one-third of the country's 
750 million people is literate. 



most independent-minded 
among the national English-lan- 
guage dailies — last year laun- 
ched an investigation into the 
overseas dealings of influential 
businessmen and alleged kick- 
backs to government officials on 
weapons purchases. The Express 
contends the scandals have tou- 
ched the Prime Minister, his 
cronies, and family members. 

Last March, the government 
retaliated with a raid on the New 
Delhi home of Goenka-, the new- 
spaper’s feisty owner, and foll- 
owed in September with raids on 
Express offices nationwide. 
Officials said they sought proof 
that the Express violated import 
and foreign-exchange rules in 
buying printing machinery. * 

A month later, the newspaper 
was shut down for 47 days by a 
labour strike which the Express 
charged was engineered by 
Rajiv’s Congress (I) Party. Then, 
the government ordered repos- 
session of the Indian Express 
building in New Delhi, claiming 
the newspaper was illegally rent- 
ing out extra space to other ten- . 
ants.

there are more than 21 ,000 news- 
papers by government estimates, 
most, published in Indian lan- 
guages. About 4,000 are written 
in English and are the publica- 
tions most widely read by 
politicians and opinionmakers. 
(The Express’s II English edi- 
tions have a circulation of 
750,000). 

Yet, despite much-vaunted 
press freedoms, the media has 
not escaped the government’s 
heavy hand. Television and radio 
are state-controlled and frequen- 
tly used to spread official views 
and discredit opposing ones. 

Newspapers are subject to 
subtle and not-so-subtle official 
pressures. Many large news- 
papers are owned by business- 
men who readily trade coverage 
for the favours of bureaucrats 
and politicians. The government 


exerts clout through controls on 
official advertising, newsprint, 
and property where newspapers 
locate their offices. 

The centra] and state govern- 
ments also have attempted to res- 
trict the press. Last fall, Rajiv 
proposed a press bill aimed at 
ending the “disturbing trend in 
some sections of the press which 
disregards rectitude, reason, and 
truth.” * 

In some states journalists are 
subject to intimidation. In Orissa 
and Bihar, newsmen have been 
beaLen up by police and killed by 
government-sponsored thugs, 
according to Indian press 
reports. In troubled Punjab 
Stale, journalists who refuse to 
toe the line of Sikh extremists 
have become victims of terror- 
ism. 

Most often, though, officials 


take a softer line. Newspapers 
are manipulated by the loans, 
housing assistance, and pensions 
doled out by many states. In New 
Delhi, journalists are wooed by 
invitations to travel with the 
prime minister or to exclusive 
briefings by top officials. 

“ Y ou flatter someone's ego by 
making it seem as if he's moving 
in the company of the great,” 
says B.G. Veighese, a former 
newspaper editor and now an 
analyst at the Centre for Policy 
Research. ‘There is a lack of 
professionalism and the inability 
to draw a line between who is a 
friend and who is a professional 
contact.” 

The debate over the profes- 
sionalism and codes of Indian 
journalism, has gone from sim- 
mer to boil over the past year. 
The Express — considered the

Combative miners stage a strike

PEDRO DE VALDIVIA, Chile: 
Two sun-baked mining camps 
carved out of a desolate stretch of 
the world’s driest desert are 
about all that remain of Chile's 
nitrate-salts industry, which 
until World War I accounted for 
half the country's trade earnings 
and even sparked a war a century 
ago with neighbouring Peru and 
Bolivia. 

But last month, miners at the 
Chilean Chemical and Mining 
Company in Pedro de Valdivia 
revived something of their past in 
this cradle of Chile's union- 
based Marxist left They went on 
strike. 

The miners didn’t win all they 
had hoped through the strike, 
but labour organisers see the 
strike as the beginning of more 
labour agitation this year. “Our 
services to assist in collective bar- 
gaining are much more in 
demand, and we are seeing many 
more strikes and near-strikes 
than we saw two years ago,” says 
Ivan Valenzuela of the Labour 
Assistance Centre, which aids 
unions in collective bargaining. 
Mood 

According to lawyers and con- 
sultants who work with Chile’s 
labour unions, the Pedro de Val- 
divia strike reflects a new mood 
amoQg Chile's labour unions: a 
gradually increasing combative- 
ness against the 14-year-old 
military dictatorship. It was the 
mine’s first strike since the 1973 
coup against the Socialist gover- 
nment of Salvador Allende Gos- 


sens which resulted in military 
repression against labour. 

“Two years ago the word 
‘strike’ would have terrified peo- 
ple," Valenzuela says. “Now the 
workers themselves are the first 
to bring it up.” 

Union secretary Pedro Marin 
says the strike culminated a 
process spearheaded by a new 
generation of miners. The young 
miners are willing to be more 
combative since they did not 
experience the coup and the 
repression that followed. And 
they are unwilling to face a 
lifetime of low wages. The 
average for miners is S80 per 
month. 

“We started to change peo- 
ple’s attitudes,” said Marin, a 
native of Pedro de Valdivia. “We 
found that the younger workers 
were more inclined to stand up 
for themselves, and in April our 
(the Socialist Party) slate won the 
elections. 

Unions 

Ironically, the government's 
very success in returning Chile to 
economic stability after the dis- 
astrous 1982-83 recession is con- 
tributing to workers’ growing 
confidence. Companies' debt 
burdens have eased, while 
productivity, overtime, and 
profits have risen spectacularly. 

“It's hard for workers to 
accept the constant loss of buy- 
ing power when they see their 
company’s stock prices double 
or triple,” Valenzuela says. Infla- 
tion is about 20 per cent per 
annum, and wages have not kept 
up. In addition, strikes and work 
slow downs are more effective 


with factories running full time 
and purchase contracts awaiting 
fulfillment. 

Although overall unem- 
ployment remains high at 13 per 
cent, skilled workers in specific 
categories are hard to find, 
especially at short notice, fn 
Pedro de Valdivia, the Dec 1 
strike lasted 10 days before com- 
pany executives agreed to a 
bonus and restoration of some 
health benefits. But the small 
gains were far less than those 
hoped for. 

Chile's “open-shop” labour 
laws allow the formation of 
parallel unions, which makes it 
difficult for striking workers to 
hold out until their demands are 
met. 

Nitrate salts, which are used in 
fertilisers, once brought Chile 
huge earnings and was called the 
“white gold” of the north. Chile 
annexed the nitrate-rich desert 
after defeating Peru and Bolivia 
in the War of the Pacific (1879- 
1883). 

Communist and Socialist 
party organisers fought for the 
miners’ sympathies in succeeding 
decades while the nearby port 
town of Iquique boomed with 
new wealth, elegant clubs, and a 
fancy theatre. 

On Dec 21,1 907, probably the 
worst act of labour repression in 
modern times occurred in 
Iquique when Army troops . 
mowed down some 3,000 strik- 
ing miners and thdr families. 
President Manuel Montt, whose 
family had financial interests in 
the mines, toasted the massacre 
during Christmas celebrations. 


After the 1973 military take- 
over, the leftist mining zone was 
hard-hit by repression. The kid- 
napping and lolling of union and 
political leaders were common, 
and one mining camp was con- 
verted into a prison for political 
detainees. 

The reorganised unions pas- 
sed into the hands of pro-regime 
labour leaders, a process later 
repeated in other industries. The 
outburst of protests against the 
military dictatorship in 1983 
gave the union movement a 

powerful stimulus. 

Union leaders quickly formed 
alliances to back this opposition 
movement, but they found little 
response among their own rank- 
and-file. As a result of the unrest, 
which stemmed from the severe 
economic problems, the organ- 
ised workers maintained a con- 
servative attitude. 

Only now are they willing to 
become active. 

Citing the Pinochet govern- 
ment’s suppression of free trade 
unions and other violations of 
workers' rights, the Reagan 
administration suspended on 
Dec 24 duty-free status for nearly 
$60 million of its annual imports 
from Chile. 

The strike here is particularly 
noteworthy because General 
Pinochei’s son-in-law, and his 
relatives, run the Chilean 
Chemical and Mining Company. 

After years of state ownership, 
the government gradually sold 
the company to the private sector 
over the past two years.

Chemical arms ban chances harmed 

GENEVA, (Reuter): A Soviet 
disarmament negotiator has said, 
the United States had harmed 
prospects for an early ban on 
chemical weapons by resuming 
production or these arms fast 
month. 

Nikita Smidovich told a news 
conference that in another 
negative move, US officials, 
including Vice-President George 
Bush, had recently suggested 
aiming at reducing chemical 
arms stocks rather than eliminat- 
ing them completely.

IF you want to eat a meal in 
casual surroundings the dinner 
buffets served at the hotel cof- 
fee shops around Kuwait gen- 
erally offeryou a wide range of 
foods ana good value for 
money. Yet, you will very 
rarely find that all three courses 
served are of an equally high 
standard. One hotel may 
provide an amazing display of 
salads but disappointing main 
courses, while another will 
excels only atdesserts. A t the A! 
Bustan coffee shop of the SAS 
hotel the hoi dishes definitely 
leave the other courses out in 
thecold. 

The salad buffet was an 
adequate but unimaginative 
Section of about twenty-four 
■ffifferent dishes including the 
^tandard range of mezzen but 
idbsnxprises to tempt the tired 
' palate. There were also several 
■jfiill jnono-ingredient salads 
-such as carrot or green pepper. 
All of the dishes were very 
fresh, however, and served with 
.an interesting selection of 
breads, including a very tasty 
home-made brown bread. 

By contrast the variety of 
main course dishes offered was 
very impressive. One could 
choose from veal spare ribs 
with barbeque sauce, lamb 
kebab's, tender steak and 
mushrooms, marinated 
zubcidi, ravioli gratin, a tasty 
prawn and chicken curry or, the 
star of the show, lamb croquet- 
tes.The latter contained the fin- 
est ground lamb aromatic with 
freshly ground spices and 
served with a tangy coriander- 


chutney — certainly one of the 
most original and tasty dishes 
Tve experienced ai a buffet in 
Kuwait.Toaccompany the hot 
dishes one could choose from 
carrots, brussel sprouts, 
creamed parsley, macaroni 
sicilliana, baked potatoes or 
nee. The latter was a little hard 

but everything else we tried was 
excellent. 

Desserts 

As the saying goes, “ The 
proof of the pudding is in the 
eating”and although the dis- 
play of desserts looked very 
attractive, their taste didn't live 
up to their appearance. A syn- 
thetic- las ling cream had unfor- 
tunately been used to decorate 
the cheesecake, cherry trifle str- 
awberry sponge and Black 
Foresl'Cake. The fresh, natural 
ingredients of the banana cake 
stood out by contrast. Fresh 
fruit tartlets, Arabic pastries, 
chocolate mousse, profiteroles 
and fresh fruit salad were also 
available. 

The Al Bustan, which is 
attractively decorated in 
shades of emerald and white, 
overlooks the swimming pool 
and Dhow restaurant. The 
bamboo chairs are more 
decorative than comfortable 
and the tables too close to each 
other for privacy. The low ceil- 
ing gives the room strange 
acoustics which mean you are 
very aware of the conversations 
of the other diners. On the even- 
ing we were there the service 
was a little slow and the res- 
taurant seemed understaffed 
for the number of guests. But 
negative criticisms apart, at 
KD4.25Q per person the dinner 
buffet at the Al Bustan is very 
good value for money. The 
resthurantalso offers a varied 
range of a la carte food and a 
special children's menu.

A lower court ruled that 
the ad, which said Falwell 
had sexual relations with his 
mother in an outhouse, did 
not libel him, but hurt Mr 
Falwell’s feelings to the tune 
or 5200,000. 

Let the Supreme Court 
record shows I am not a 
reader of Hustler magazine, 
nor do I stand at the 
magazine racks sneaking 
looks at it when no one is 
around. The only thing I 
have in common with the 
publication is we’re both 
protected by the First 
Amendment. 

As Justice Oliver Wendell 
Holmes wrote in one of his 
famous opinions many 
years ago, “I never saw a

purple cow, I never hope to 
see one.' But I can tell you, 
anyhow. I’d rather see than 
be one.” 

It has to be granted that 
ludicrous exaggeration is a 
tricky business and if done 
properly can inflict great 
pain and suffering on the 
intended victim. 

That is why Supreme 
Court Justice Louis Bran- 
ded once said in a footnote, 
“Parody can sometimes be 
truer than truth and tighter 
than rain.” 

If Falwell gets his 
S200,000: how many others 
will file suit claiming they 
have been made sick to the • 
stomach by some creator of 
burlesque? 

Tt isn’t the money we 
worry about — most car- 
toonists and funny men 
make between 5800,000 and 
$900,000 a year — but the 
chilling effect that a decision 
in Falwell’s favour will 
produce among publishers 
and editors, who have never 
been to sure whether they

wanted satire in their papers 
in the first place. 

Without a Doonesbury, 
our publications would take 
on The ugly gray, dull look 
of a Pravda. John Marshall, 
our fourth Supreme Court 
Chief Justice, had this in 
mind when he told the 
graduating class of the 
Harvard Law School — 

"The Founding Fathers 
warned us that if you can’t 
make fun of Jerry Falwell, 
then how can anyone send 
up Tammy Bakker?” 

What do I want the 
present Supreme Court to 
do? I want them to com- 
promise. 

There are solutions that 
would satisfy everyone. It 
means fooling around with 
the Constitution a little bit, 
but no court ever minded 
that. I suggest the following: 

The Supreme Court 
should order people dealing 
in parody, satire and 
humour to be licensed by 
the federal government and 
placed under court superv- 
' ision. 

Let us say Ed Meese 
objects to a Herb Block car- 
toon because Herb has 
made Ed look like a barn- 
yard animal. 

Meese, if he gets emotion- 
ally sick, can demand the 
immediate withdrawal of 
Herb’s license for a period 
of 10 days, or the rest of his 
term as Attorney-General — 
whichever comes first.

It isn’t easy being on the 
same side of an issue as 
Larry Flynt.

I believe it is the role of 
the parodist to make fun of 
every well-known figure in 
this country, regardless of 
position, sex, payscale or

They 
would have to first beat me 
with a rubber hose before I 
made light of the eight 
freedom-loving justices who 
smile down on all of us from 
the highest court in this 
land.

countries, a US economist said 
today. . 

“During the past three years 
employment has been rising 
slowly in most of the Western 
European countries, with France 
a notable exception, and unem- 
ployment rates have begun to 
decline or level off/ 1 said 
Maurice Ernst, vice president of 
the Hudson Institute, a private 
research group.' • 

Reasons 

Ernstrited five reasons behind 
the job creations; 

— countries with what he 
called “excessively high labour 
cost” have stabilised or cut real 
wages, particularly Belgium and 
Sweden; 

— — Eligibility for unem- 
ployment compensation has 
been tightened and some rates 
cut; 

Efforts have been made to 
foster small business, especially 
in high technology, and to 
encourage workers to move from 
job to job; 

— apprenticeships at lower 
wages and more retraining of 
older workers; 

— the highest tax rates and 

government spending have been 
cut in somc coun tries. 

Kuwait sticks 
to Opec quota 

KUWAIT’S Oil Minister Sheikh 
Ah A1 Khalifa, in a statement 
ublished here yesterday, denied 


that Kuwait was over producing 
its Opec'oh production quota. 

Kuwait according to the 
foreign reports bad increased its 
allocated quota by 50,000 barrels 
per day. 

A local daily quoted the oil 
minis ter as saying that Kuwait 
remains committed to its quota 
of 996,000 barrels per day. He 
indicated that Kuwait’s current 
oil output is less than its Opec 


quota. 


US economy expands at brisk rate 



WASHINGTON, Jan 27. 
(Agencies): The US economy 
expanded at a brisk 4.2 per cent 
annual rate from October 
through December despite a 
huge slump in consumer spend- 
in S» the government reported 
today. 

The Commerce Department 
said that overall economic 
growth, as measured by the 
Gross National Product (GNP). 
was not affected by the Oct 19 
stock market collapse. The 4.2 
per cent fourth quarter GNP 
growth rate was little changed 
from a rate of 4.3 per cent m the 
J uly-Septeraber quarter. 

The fourth-quarter growth 
rate, which compared with 
expectations of about 3.5 per 
cent, showed that fears of an 
immediate stump in growth 
because of October’s stock 


market crash were unfounded. 

The 2.9 per cent growth in 
calendar 1 987 was the same as in 
1986. 

But using a different calcula- 
tion base preferred by most econ- 
omists, the economy gathered 
momentum last year despite 
massive trade and budget deficits 
and turmoil in financial markets. 

Measured from the fourth 
quarter of 1986 to the fourth 
quarter of 1987, growth 
accelerated last year to 3.8 per 
cent from 2.2 per cent. 

This was considerably faster 
than the Reagan administra- 
tion’s forecast of 3.2 per cent, 
which many private economists 
had dismissed as being too 
optimistic when it was made in 
December 1986. 

Theeconomy is now in its sixth 
year of uninterrupted growth. 


the longest peacetime expansion 
on record, and few economists 
are predicting a recession this 
elecuon year. 

The main administration has. 
however, scaled down its expec- 
tations for growth in 2 988 to 2.4 . 
per cent from 3.5 per cent on the 
assumption that the stock 
market slide will eventually tran- 
slate into slower consumer spen- 
ding. 

As people spend less, man- 
ufacturers will nave to scale back 
production to avoid accumulat- 
m^unsold goods, economists 

Fuelled 

Indeed, the strong growth in 
the fourth quarter was fuelled 
largely by goods that were 
produced but not sold. 

Business inventories rose 
$58.3 billion in the fourth quarter 


after increases of 24.6 billion bet- 
ween July and September' and 
39.0 in the second quarter, the 
Commerce Department said. 

Durable goods purchases bet- 
ween October and December fell 
522.5 billion after rising 21.5 
billion in the third quarter, 
mainly because of slowing car 
sales. 

There was a marked 
improvement in the nation’s 
trade balance, however, the 
Commerce Department said. 

All the figures are adjusted to 
remove the impact of inflation. 

Net exports of goods and 
services rose S7.7 billion in the 
fourth quarter after dropping by 
5.7 billion in the third. 

The trade figures in the GNP 
report measure the actual 
volume of goods entering and 
leaving the country and adjust 


them for the impact of currency 
changes and seasonal fluctua- 
tions. 

They thus give a more accurate 
picture of underlying trade per- 
formance than the unadjusted 
monthly figures, which showed a 
further widening in the US trade 
gap in 1987 because the cheaper 
dollar inflated import prices. 

The GNP report, confirming 
the monthly consumer price 
figures, showed that inflation 
remained relatively subdued last 
quarter despite the expanding 
economy. 

Deflator 

The implicit price deflator, an 
inflation gauge that measures the 
cost of a basket of goods and 
services, rose at an annual rate of 
2.7per cent in the fourth quarter. 

Toe deflator rose just 3.0 per 
cent for the year as a whole. 


Opec Fund gives $43.5m to 10 developing countries 


VIENNA, Jan 27, (Opecna): The 
Opec Fund for International 
Development is to extend 543.55 
million in a fresh round ofloans 
to 10 developing countries in 
Asia and Africa. 

Madagascar will receive 56.20 
million for the import of capital 
goods, spare parts and inputs 
required for agro-industrial 
production, as well as foodstuffs 
and other essential consumer 
goods. 

The recipient has already ben- 
efited from seven loans of the 
fund — five balance of payments 
support loans went to finance 
development projects, while two 
loans were for projects in the 
energy sector. 

Aims 

North Yemen will receive 
S4.3S milli on to finance the 226- 
km Sanaa-Hodeidah road 
rehabilitation project, which 
aims to link the capital rity of 
Sanaa with the country’s main 
port of Hodeidah. 

This is the eighth loan by the 
fund to North Yemen — six 
loans were used to finance 
projects in energy and transpor- 
tation sectors and one balance of 


payments support loon to fin- 
ance cold storage programme 
and a highway project. The 
recipient had also received a 
grant of 51 .02 million to cover 
the country’s subscription to the 
capital of the common fund for 
commodities. 

South Yemen is to receive $2 
million to finance Lawder-Muk- 
airas road project to foster 
agricultural development in the 
Lawder plain and Mukairas 
plateau and to improve access to 
a number of villages in both 
areas. 

The project will also reduce 
vehicle operating and mainten- 
ance costs, and establish an 
improved link with neighbour- 
ing North Yemen. 

Projects 

This is the ninth loan by the 
fund to the country — two 
balance of payment support 
loans and the remai ning six loans 
went to finance projects in trans- 
portation, energy and water sup- 
ply sectors. 

Pakistan will receive 58 million 
to finance the Ayub Medical 
College and hospital complex 
project, with the aim of expand- 


ing medical education and health 
facilities in the northwest fron- 
tier of 15 million people. . 

The recipient has already ben- 
efited from nine previous loans 
by the fund totalling SI 17.5 
million which were used to fin- 
ance projects in energy, industry, 
agriculture and education. In 
addition Pakistan received a 
51.50 million grant from the fund 
for family welfare centres sup- 
ported by the United Nations 
Fund for Population Activities. 

Import 

Equatorial Guinea will receive 
51 million to be used to import 
capital goods, spare pans and 
inputs required for agro-indus- 
trial production, foodstuffs and 
other essentia] consumer goods. 

This is the fifth loan by the 
fund to the country — one 
previous loan for agricultural 
project and three balance of 
payments support loans. 

Morocco will receive 56.40 
million to finance Tassawat 
irrigation development project 
which will help in irrigating 
44,000 hectares of land in the 
region and lead to a substantial 
increase in agricultural and lives- 


tock production. 

The scheme will also help in 
raising the living standard of the 
affected rural population of 
about 1 1 0,000 through the crea- 
tion of new and permanent job 
opportunities. 

The recipient has already ben- 
efited from four loans extended 
by the fund — two were used to 
finance projects in energy and 
agriculture sectors and two lines 
of credit to the Banque Nationale 
pour le Development Econ- 
omique. 

India will receive S8 million for 
tube wells irrigation schemes to 
support the government’s efforts 
to raise agricultural productivity 
and incomes of small and 
medium-size fanners in the state 
of Uttar Pradesh. ■ 

The project aims to improve 
the state's food supplies and con- 
tribute to the country's food self- 
sufficiency. 

This Is the ninth Joan made by 
the fund, bringing the total to 
SI73.3 million extended by the 
fund to India — eight previous 
loans were used to finance 
projects in energy, industry and 
transportation sectors. 


Gambia will receive a $1.50 
million balance of payments sup- 
port loan to finance the import of 
capital goods, spare parts and 
inputs for agro-industrial 
production. 

The recipient already ben- 
efited from eight balance of 
payment support loans which 
were used to partially cover the 
local costs of the Yundum Air- 
port. In addition Gambia 
received a grant of SI .03 million 
to cover the country’s subscrip- 
tion to the capital of the common 
fund for commodities. 

Rehabilitation 

Zambia is to receive S5 ‘mini on 
for airports rehabilitation. This 
is the first phase of an overall 
scheme to rehabilitate the 
physical and telecommunica- 
tions facilities at 13 airports 
throughout the country. 

The project aims to ensure safe 
and adequate development of air 
traffic in Zambia. 

The recipient has already ben- 
efited from two previous loans 
made by the fund — one went to 
finance the third railway project 
and a line of credit to the 
Development Bank of Zam bia. 


Malaysia to sign trade 
agreement with China 

KUALA LUMPUR, Malaysia, Jan 27, (AP): Malaysia hopes to 
sign a trade agreement with China before the Chinese lunar New 
Year on Feb 17, Deputy Trade and Industry Minister Kok Wee 
Kiat said today. 

Kok told reporters that his ministry was completing an 
agreement that would help boost direct trade with China. Most of 
Malaysia’s trade with China is conducted through third countries 
such as Singapore, Hong Kong and Thailand. The agreement 
would give Malaysia “preferred nation 11 status in China, elimin- 
ating a 10-per cent tax China imposes on goods imported directly 
from Malaysia, Kok said. 

Malaysia will ameod a law requiring a licence to export goods 
directly to China, Kok said. The licence, issued by the National 
Trading Corp., costs five-tenths of 1 per cent of the value of the 
exports. The semi-governmental trade body uses the money from 
the fees to promote sales of Malaysian rubber and other goods to 
China. In malting the change the corporation would lose about 3 
million ringgits (SI .2 million) in annual revenue, corporation 
officials said. 

US budget deficit rises 

WASHINGTON, Jan 27, (Renter): The US budget deficit rose 
to $23.88 bOlion in December, the third month of the 1988 fiscal 
year, from $12222 billion in December 1986, the Treasury Depar- 
tment reported today. 

Last month’s deficit follows shortfalls of $25.77 billion in 
November and 30.74 billion in October, bringing the total deficit 
so far this fiscal year to 80.39 billion. In the same period a year 
earlier, the deficit was 6459 billion. For the entire 1987 fiscal 
year, which ended last September 30, the deficit was $148.01 
NIG on. 

White Honse and congressional negotiators agreed in Novem- 
ber to reduce the deficit by nearly $76 bfllkm from its projected 
levels over the next two years. 

Government estimates of the fiscal 1988 deficit range from 
about $130 billion to 150 billion, including cuts agreed last 
November by White Honse and congressional negotiators. 

Financial journalist fined 

LONDON, Jan 27, (AP); A high coart judged fined a financial 
journalist £20,000 ($35,400) yesterday for refnsuig to reveal his 
sources of information for articles about an insider trading case. 
Judge Sir Nicolas Browne- Wilkinson convicted Jeremy Warner, 
32, badness correspondent of the independent newspaper, of 
contempt of coart. Tl»e newspaper agreed to pay die fine. Warner 
bad faced a possible two-year sentence or a fine or both under the 
1981 contempt of court act, which says journalists can protect 
their sources unless their identification is ^necessary” for 
national seemity or die administration of justice. 

The judge said be drew back from jailing Warner to prevent 
“the creation of a martyr.” “Parliament, in a democratic free 
society, lays do wnwhatis the law and whatmnst be dooe,” he said. 
“Journalists are no more entitled to say they don’t comply with it 
than anybody else.” Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher’s govern 
nmeat turned to the financial sendees act of 1986 to try to compel 
Warner to serve as a police informer in an investigation into a 
ed nmlfi^nillioD-poand (dollar) insider trading case mi the 
Stock Market.

BAHRAIN. Jan 27, (Reuter): 
B ahrain unveiled its 1988 budget 
today, projectinga B£> 60 million

The Finance Ministry set 
expenditure at BD490 million

Bahrain began issuing 
treasury bills in December 1986 
to help fund its budget as world 
oil prices retreated. Several other 
Gulf statesarenow tapping local 
investors for funds by issuing 
government paper. 

Bankers said the Bahrain 
government would have to raise 
its debt ceiling before increasing, 
domestic borrowing. 

The current limit of BD100' 
million ($265 million) has 
already been fully taken up and 
an increase to BD300 million 
($795 million) is expected, bank- 
ers said. 

A Finance Ministry statement 
shows the newbudget projects oil 
revenue of BD252 million (S670 
million) or 51 per cent of total 
earnings. 

Data available for the fust half 
of 1987 show oil revenue of BD

The week-long conference 
be ginni ng from Jan 29, consists 
of a series of private meetings, 
public speeches and debates will 
attract two ruling prime mini- 
sters, some 100 senior govern- 
ment figures, and nearly 1,000 
senior company executives and 
international bankers. 

Objectives 

Among the Middle East par- 
ticipants at the gathering will be 
Saudi Arabian Oil Minister 
Sheikh Hisham Nazer and 
Algerian Finance Minister 
Abdel Aziz Khalaf. 

K u wait, which was due to have 
sent the ministers of information 
and oil to the conference, was 
obliged to withdraw because of 
an extensive government reshuf- 
fle announced yesterday. 



Prince Hassan 

The main objective of the sym- 
posium was to allow decision 
makers the possibility to discuss 
the implications of the present 
economic and financial c lima te 
and the future trends, world 
economic forum president 
Professor Klaus Schwab said. 

The general theme of the gath- 
ering : is “the new stale of the 
world economy” and within this 
framework there would be in- 
depth discussions of the evolu- 
tion of the world oil market and 
international debt, he added. 


Also Jordan, China, Japan, 
and Ireland, and several regions 
in North and Latin America 
would be making presentations 
on the state of their economies 
and on the prospects for future 
growth. 

During the seminar Greek 
Prime Minister Andreas Papan- 
dreou and his Turkish counter- 
part Turgut Ozal are to meet for 
informal discussions on ways to 
ease tensions between the two 
countries, as a precursor to the 
first fonnal ': talks for a decade. 

Oil ministers from sx of the 
most important producing and 
consuming nations will spend 
two days at the se minar discuss- 
ing expected price, supply and 
demand trends. 

The Opec producers will be 
fielding a strong team compris- 
ing former and current Opec con- 
ference presidents Dr Subroto of 
Indonesia and Rilwanu Lukin an 
ofNigeria. along with their Saudi 
counterpart. Sheikh Hisham 
Nazer. 

Confronting them will be the 
ministers of energy from the two 
principal producing countries 
which have consistently refused 
to collaborate with Opec in 
market stabilising efforts, the US 
and Britain. 


S. Korea eyes direct trade with Eastern bloc 


SEOUL, South Korea, Jan 27, 
(AP): South Korea is close to 
establishing direct trade ties with 
East Germany and may give 
loans to some East European 
nations, according to news 
reports today. 

KBS, the state- run broadcast- 
ing network, quoted unidentified 
government officials as saying 
South Korea and East Germany 
were near agreement on opening 
trade offices in each others' 
capitals. 

South Korea is also consider- 
ing loans of $50 million each to 
two unidentified East European 
nations to help develop trade 
ties, the Yonhap news agency 
said. 

Govermnen t officials declined 
to confirm the reports, but said 
efforts were under way to open 
direct trade and other economic 
links with Co mmunis t nations. 
Foreign ministry officials said 
the government was holding 


talks with Poland* and with 
Yugoslavia, which is outride the 
Soviet bloc. 

The government said yester- 
day that Hungary had become 
the first Communist nation to 
agree to open a trade office in 
South Korea. South Korea 
opened a trade office m Budapest 
last month. 

Links 

South Korea, which is staun- 
chly anti-Communist and has i-o 
diplomatic relations with Com- 
munist countries, has been seek- 
ing direct trade and economic 
links with the Eastern bloc to 
develop new markets for its 
growing economy and build 
political influence. 

Seoul also hopes direct trade 
with the Eastern bloc may lead to 
political and other ties and help 
defuse possible threats from its 
Co mmunis t neighbour, North 
Korea. 

The Hungarian plan was made 


public yesterday when Foreign 
Minister Choi Kwang-Soo 
reported to president-elect Roh 
Tae-Woo that Hungarian 
delegates were in Seoul to. 
prepare for the opening of a trade 
office in March. 

South Korea has conducted 
significant indirect trade with 
China and some Soviet bloc 
countries through third parties. 
It has been slow to develop for- 
mal links with Communist 
nations because of its bitter 
rivalry with North Korea. 

Decision 

No official statistics were 
available, but trade sources said 
South Korea's indirect trade 
with the Eastern bloc totalled 
about $100 million last year. 
South Korea's indirect trade 
with China was estimated at 
about $2 billion. 

Business circles reacted with 
excitement to the news of the 
Hungarian agreement. The 


Seoul stock exchange index rose 
by 10 points yesterday to break 
the 600-point level for the first 
time ever. 

All newspapers splashed the 
news of the Hungarian decision 
across their front pages with ban- 
ner headlines. They also carried 
articles analysing the Eastern 
bloc's trade situation together 
with prospects for Korean trade 
with those countries. 

Trade and Industry Minister 
Rha Woong-Bae cautioned 
against expecting an immediate 
rise in Korean trade with the 
Soviet bloc. He said initial 
market opportunities would be 
limited. 

Seoul officials also are hopeful 
that Communist countries’ par- 
ticipation in the 1988 Olympics 
in Seoul will contribute to better 
relations between South Korea 
and those countries, helping to 
ease tensions between tbe two 
Koreas. 


Nissan expands 
US operations 


Mexico bond auction for 
new debt programme 
scheduled for Feb 19 


DETROIT, Michigan, Jan 27, 
(AP): Nissan Motor Corp. is 
expanding its operations in the 
United States so that by 1992 it 
will be able to design, engineer 
and produce in the United States 
vehicles aimed at this market, 
company officials said today. 

“It is definitely necessary for 
us to live in this country and 
work with US engineers to 
understand the taste of the US 
customer. We should be here and 
work in this market.” said Take- 
shi Tanuma, president .of the 
reorganised and expanded Nis- 
san Research and Development 
Inc. 

Sales 

During 1987, Nissan’s impor- 
ted car sales feU 17.2 per cent and 
sales of its US-built Sentra com- 
pact cars were so slow that Nis- 
san's assembly plant in Smyrna, 
Tennessee, was temporarily 
scheduled to build more trucks 
than cars. 

NRD will take control of Nis- 
san Design International in San 
Diego, California, from the 
parent corporation in Japan and 
will develop products that will be 
built at Smyrna, starting in late 
1991 with a 1 992 model car. 

Expanded 

“The expansion of NRD now 
provides Nissan with almost 
total US development and 
production capability from styl- 
ing concept to manufacturing,'' 


Tanuma said. “Not bad for a so- 
called ‘Japanese car company.'*' 

The Smyrna plant will be 
expanded “maybe within a few 
years” to build the new products, 
which eventually could also be 
exported to Japan and Europe, 
Tanuma said. 

Nissan soon will decide how it 
will expand Smyrna and whether 
it will add engine and transmis- 
sion production there or else- 
where in the United States or 
Canada, he said. 

“Our responsibility is total 
product planning, long- and 
mid-range, in this market,” Tan- 
uma said, adding that a similar 
localisation will follow in Europe 
in six to 10 months. 

NRD, based in Ann Arbor, 
had been a company that tested 
Nissan products, conducted 
automotive emissions research 
and collected technical informa- 
tion. 

Facilities 

The company will be reorgan- 
ised and expanded Feb I and will 
add corporate offices and engin- 
eering design facilities in Detroit, 
Tanuma said. About 150 new 
workers, including about 100 
engineers, will be hired, bringing 
NRD's total payroll to about 250 
employees, he said. 

A prime goal of the new NRD 
organisation is increasing the US 
content of vehicles built at 
Smyrna from 50 per cent to 75 
per cent by 1 990, Tanuma said. 


MEXICO CITY, Jan 26, (AP): 
Treasury Secretary Gustavo 
Petricioli said the government’s 
first bond auction under its new 
foreign debt exchange 
programme will be held on Feb. 
19. 

“In principle.” he told local 
reporters late Sunday, “we 
believe that the reaction (to the 
programme) has been positive, 
but we should wait until the first 
auction for the final results.”-His 
remarks were reprinted in local 
newspapers yesterday. 

Realistic 

He described as “realistic” the 
government’s goal of selling as 
much as $20 billion in bonds to 
help unload part of its foreign 
debt of about SI05 billion, the 
second highest in the developing 
world after Brazil. 

The programme involves 
exchanging some of the debt the 
government owes foreign com- 
mercial bankers for new, 20-year 
bonds that will be issued by the 
government. 

The bonds will be backed by 
$10 billion worth of special 
securities to be issued early this 
year by the US government. 
Mexico is expected to pay about 
$2 billion for the 20-year, US 
zero coupon bonds, which pay 
no interest but are issued at a 
sharp discount of their face 
value. 

Petricioli said the bond 
programme was the govern- 


ment's priority on the foreign 
debt this year. 

“We have not planned any 
renegotiation of the Mexican 
foreign debt this year,” he was 
quoted as saying. The Treasury 
Department said it did nothave a 
transcript ofPetricioli’s remarks. 

The government newspaper El 
Nacional reported yesterday 
that if there is not enough interest 
in the debt programme, the 
government will then only pay a 
commission to J.P. Morgan and 
Go., the New York bank that 
helped Mexico arrange the plan. 

If the offers made by bankers 
in the auction are not sufficiently 
attractive, the government may 
decline to accept them, the news- 
paper quoted unidentified sour- 
ces in the Treasury Department 
assaying. 

Offers 

Mexico, they said, will only 
accept the offers that allow it to 
capture a large discount on the 
debt. 

“Because of that” the report 
said, “the amount of the Bonds 
issued will depend on the auc- 
tion.” 

Under the programme, banks 
would exchange their old debt 
for the new bonds, letting Mex- 
ico recover the loans at their 
current market value of about 52 
cents for each dollar in the secon- 
dary market That means that 
Mexico could retire part of its 
debt for half its face value.

So na walla and other main 
bullion dealers have been lobby- 
ing for the government to loosen 
import regulations and allow 
Indian citizens arriving from 
abroad to bring in 30 grams of 
gold. Currently; customs officers 
confiscate any gold they find on 
travellers. 

“Gold would then fall to its 
natural price,” said Sonawalla. 

. . “But Lwouldn! t be surprised if 
that provokes another buying 
spree. It will give everyone a 
chance to board more gold — 
and the prices will hit the ceiling 
• again.”

ALGIERS, Jan 27, (Reuter): 
While Opec's latest pricing pact 
creaks under market pressure, 
Algeria has stepped up its bid for 
a larger share oC the world gas 
market 

With vast untapped natural 
gas reserves, it has vowed never 
again to be caught out by a 
collapse in ofl prices like that of 
the mid-1980s. 

That slump saw development 
plans tom up, projects frozen or 
cancelled, and belts painfully 
tightened throughout the econ- 
omy. 

It also triggered the so-called 
big switch in energy policy. To 
protest against future price fluc- 
tuations, the government under- 
took to reduce its near-total 
dependence on oil revenues by 
budding up the gas sector. 

Flexibility 

“Flexibility, that is the aim of 
our policy today,” Sadek Bous- 
sena, director of the Ministry of 
Energy told Reuters in a recent 
interview. 1 

He stressed Algeria's policy 
within the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(Opec) was unchanged. The 
country still supports a revenue 
rather than production policy to 
be obtained if necessary by cut- 
ting output. Meanwhile, new 
gas pipelines has been laid to 
enable easier deliveries to 
European clients and a drive for 
new customers has started. The 
policy appears to be bearing 
fruit. 

Exports 

Latest figures show natural 
gas exports last year represented 
25 per cent of all hydro-carbon 
exports, nudging ahead of crude 
oil exports with 22 per cent and 
the same level as exports of 
refined products. Condensates 


accounted for 23-25 per cent and 
liquefied petroleum gas six to 
eight per cent. 

Similar figures are expected 
this year and then natural gas 
exports could leap forward. 

Deals 

Officials say deals for natural 
gas exports to .Britain, Greece 
and Turkey will be signed soon. 
They will supplement long-stan- 
ding sales to traditional clients 
such as Belgium and France. 

Significantly, the contracts 
with Turkey and Greece are 
long-term while the much- 
smaller British deal is seen as 
opening an important future 
market. 

Over 20 years Athens will 
undertake to import some 12 
billion cubic metres, while Ank- 
ara will sign for $1.6 billion a 
year. Energy Ministry officials 
said. 

Talks with West Germany, 
Spain, Italy, and even Libya, are 
also under way. 

A long-running legal dispute 
with the US company Boston 
Panhandle-Trunkline was fin-, 
ally settled and Energy Ministry 
officials now talk of a ' takeoff in 
the US market. 


They said they expected total 
sales of natural gas to the United 
States to rise to between five and 
six billion cubic metres in 1988 
after dropping to one billion in 
1986. 

At home, the switch-over is 
now nearly over with 93 per cent 
of the country’s electricity com- 
ing from gas rather than oil. 

“It was natural for us to con- 
centrate on domestic gas con- 
sumption, given such large gas 
reserves. We even sell it at a loss 
to some outlaying districts as 
part ■ of our development 
strategy,” another senior Energy 
Ministry official said. . 

Last year, natural gas exports 
totalled seven billion cubic 
metres and could rise to as high as 
nine this year or next, according 
to official sources.

Magic tricks 

F adeaway dime 

The illusion: 

A dime is fairly and openly folded into a cloth napkin. 
Nevertheless, when the napkin is shaken out the dime has 
vanished. 

The preparation 

In one comer of your napkin about one inch in from 
the sides, you put a very small piece of either soft chewing 
gum, or sticky soap. Have a dune handy. 

The trick 

Spread the napkin out flat on the table or on the palm 
of the spectator's hand so that the two comers nearest to 
you drape just over the edge. The piece of gum or soap is 
on the upper surface of the cloth, in the right comer near 
you ( 1 ). Place the dime in the centre of the napkin. Pick up 
the lower left comer and cover the dime with it. Ask 
someone to feel the dime through the doth. Uncover the 
coin, opening the comer of the cloth all the way out. Pick 
up the dime, show it again, and replace it in the centre. 
Now pick up the prepared comer and bring it to the 
centre, so the sticky substance rests on top of the coin. 
Press down on the dime. Bring in the other three-comers 
to cover the dime, and ask someone to feel the coin again 
(2). Reach into the pile of comers and pick up the one that 
came from the upper left. Very openly, with just the 
thumb and finger, pull that comer out and the handker- 
chief up and away from the table so that thedimedoesn’t 
hit the surface. Gently wave the hanky a couple of times 


to prove the dime has vanished and then run it through 
your hand. As your hand gets to the bottom comer you 
steal off the coin into your fingers (3). Toss the handker- 
chief out for examination and you can pocket the dime.

Richards pulls off twin tasks in India 


England seek revenge 
for World Cup defeat 




Patterson nicknamed ‘Batterson’ by Indians 


TRIVANDRUM, India, Jan 27. 
(Reuter): The West Indies' tour 
of India could not have ended on 
Monday on a more satifyingnoie 
for skipper Vivian Richards, 
whose task, besides winning mat- 
ches, was also to rebuild a side 
from young, raw talent. 

Richards, a giant in the game, 
accomplished both. 

“I am most pleased with the 
performance of my team,” 
Richards said after West Indies 
thrashed India by nine wickets in 
the seventh and last one-day 
international here. 

Sensation 

West Indies dominated the 
Test matches and were ahead 
until India conjured up a sensa- 
tion to draw the four-Test series 
1 - 1 . 

But West Indies, masters of 
one-day cricket, won all but one 
contest in the eight-match series 
— one of the eight was declared 
unofficial and did not qualify as 
an international. 

Richards has every reason to 
feel satisfied with Lhe victories. 
Young Carl Hooper and Phil 
Simmons have improved with 
every match, auguring well for 
the future ofWest Indian crickeL. 

Paceman Courtney Walsh, 
with his gentle rhythm and con- 
trol of line and length, was out- 
standing. He look as many as 26 
wickets in the fourTests and was 


instrumental in victories in one- 
day internationals. 

Patrick Patterson, promptly 
nicknamed “ Barter-son” by the 
Indian press and public, was a 
nightmare for Indian batsmen in 
most matches. 

“It is a much better sight leav- 
ing India this way than at the 
lime we came,” Richards said. 
“We are going back a much more 
balanced and experienced 
team.” 

The series always threatened 
to erupt into a no-holds ban-ed 
contest with both teams wanting 
to win at any cost. In the event, 
the games were marred by uns- 
porting behaviour by players 
against umpiring decisions that 
went against them. 

In the very first one-day inter- 
national at Nagpur, a controver- 
sial umpiring decision over a 
catch taken by Richards sent 
Indian skipper Dilip Vengsarkar 
into a rage. 

Umpire Rajen Mehra gave 
Vengsarkar out only after 
Richards threw the ball down in 
disgust, kicked it and walked 
towards him gesticulating. 


“Viv Richards' ugly and 
unpardonable behaviour was 
matched by the fickle and weak- 
minded umpiring," said the lar- 
gesl-circulation Indian Express. 


“Are our umpires going to 
allow themselves to be pressur- 
ised by the visiting captain and 
players?” asked the Indian Post- 
al have never cheated,'* 
Richards said later, reacting to 
press criticism. 

“We are not boy scouts or girl 
guides,” Richards said in a local 
newspaper, adding that in com- 
petitive cricket such incidents 
were bound to happen. 

In another controversy, 
Indian cricket board officials ins- 
isted that a match played at 
Ahmed a bad was official and 
later went back on their word to 
declare it as unofficiaL 

The players, who bad been 
told it was an unofficial match, 
played casually. But the press, 
the ticket-buying public and the 
advertisers at the stadium were 
kepi in the dark and were told the 
match was official. 

Ensure 

It was felt that the Indian 
cricket board did this to ensure 
crowds for the match and money 
for thecricketassodatioa of wes- 
tern Gujarat state. 

For India, the only sensational 
gain was the discovery of 19- 
year-old leg spinner Narendra 
Hirwani, who on his debut won 
the Madras Test for India, taking 
16 wickets in all, eight in each 
innings — a world record .

Noah to play again for France in Cup 



Noah: retyms to team 


PARIS, Jan 27, (Reuter): For- 
mer French Open champion 
Yannick Noah will play his firsl 
Davis Cup tennis match for 
France in over a year against 
Switzerland next month, the 
French Tennis Federation said 
yesterday. 

Noah returns to the team after 
Jean-Paui Loth resigned from 
the post of non-playing captain 
this month. Numerous reports in 
France said Loth quit following 
pressure fora change from Noah 
and team-mate Henri Leconte. 

Described 

Noah last played for his coun- 
try in a defeat by Yugoslavia in 
Belgrade in October 1985 which 


cost France their First Division 
place and which he described as 
the biggest disappointment of his 
career. 

Noah and Leconte were repor- 
ted to have buried past differen- 
ces in their united desire for 
change following a French slump 
after reaching the Davis Cup 
final in 1982. 

The French team, now back in 
the Davis Cup championship 
division, will face Switzerland in 
Basle from Februaiy 5 to 7 with 
Noah, Leconte, Guy Forget and 
Tank Benhabiles. 

The French Tennis Federation 
said Thierry Tulasne could 
replace Benhabiles, depending 


on results in a charity tour- 
nament this week in Mulhouse. 

Loth said at the Australian 
Open last week he had resigned 
for the good of French tennis. 

Pending 

He has been succeeded as non- 
playing captain by Eric 
Deblicker, with Patrice 
Hagelauer. Noah’s coach, train- 
ing the team with him. 

The French federation said 
Tulasne would make the trip 
with the rest of the team as “spar- 
ring partner,” pending the out- 
come at Mulhouse. It said Davis 
Cup regulations authorised 
player changes four days before 
the start of a tie.

England are seeking revenge for 
their defeat in the final of last 
year's one-day World Cup when 
they take on Australia in the 
bicentennial Test and one-day 
international over the next seven 
days. 

Manager Micky Stewart said 
the English side, which worked 
out for four hours this afternoon, 
also wanted to make up for their 
Sydney defeat in the fifth Test of 
the last Ashes tour in January 
1987. 

Fact 

“There are two very distinct 
reasons why we want to do well 
out here this time,'' Stewart said. 

“The first is the fact that what 
tarnished our season a little bit 
out here last time was losing the 
last Test in Sydney. 

“And in the one-day game in 
Melbourne we'U get an early 
opportunity of getting another 
go after losing the World Cup 
final to the Australians,'' he said. 
England won the Ashes tour 2-1 . 

The Test starts at the Sydney 
Cricket Ground on Friday with 
the one-day game in Melbourne 
on Februaiy 4. 

England will decide on a 12- 
man squad tomorrow. “It would 
be fairly sensible to suggest we'll 
pick our most experienced side,” 
captain Mike Gatting said. 

England have already 
indicated they will play two off- 
spinners, John Emburey and 
Eddie Hemmings, but the chief 
choice seems to lie between 
Phillip Defreitas and Neal Rad- 
ford who are both recovering 
from leg injuries. 

The pair of pacemen worked 


out solidly during practice and 
Defreitas, because of his 
experience, is favoured to get the 
nod. 

Meanwhile Gatting cast aside 
the discretion that has marked 
his comments since the con- 
troversial tour of Pakistan when 
he said today: “They have been 
cheating us for 37 years ” 

Galling, whose fierce row with 
Pakistani umpire Shakoor Rana 
in the second Test in Faisalabad 
last month almost brought the 
tour to a premature end, was 
speaking during England's prao- 
uce here for Friday's Test. 

Asked whether he regretted 
the Faisalabad incident, Gatting 
said: “They’ve been cheating us 
for 37 years — and by us I mean 
other teams as well as England.
